MINISTRY OF DEFENCE 
NOTIFICATION 
New Delhi, the 15f/i April, 1972 

No. 982, dated 20th March, 1972. — An examination 
for admission to the Indian Military Academy (previous- 
ly known as the Military College) shall be held by the 
Union Public Service Commission at such places and on 
such dates as may be specified in the Notice issued by 
the Commission in this behalf. The number of the 
course and the month of its commencement at the 
Academy and also the approximate number of vacancies 
to be offered for entry on the results of the examination 
will be specified in the Notice issued by the Commission. 

2. Admission to the Indian Military Academy will be 
made on the results of a written examination to be con- 
ducted by the Union Public Service Commission, and an 
interview by a Services Selection Board. 

3. Candidates who have also applied for the Indian 
Navy Examination for admission as Special Entry Cadets 
into the Indian Navy must exercise their final option 
before admission to the Indian Military Academy course. 
After admission, they will not be considered for Special 
Entry in the Navy, 

4. A candidate must be an unmarried male and must 
either be.— 

(ft) a citizen of India, or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim, or 

(c) a subject of Bhutan, or 

(d) a subject of Nepal, or 

(e) a person of Indian origin who has migrated 
from Pakistan, Burma, Ceylon and East African 
countries of Kenya, Uganda and the United 
Republic of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika 
and Zanzibar) with the intention of perma- 
nently settling in India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (d) 
and (e) above shall be a person in whose favour a certi- 
ficate of eligibility has been issued by the Government 
of India. 

Certificate of eligibility will not, however, be necessarv 
in the case of candidates who are Gorkha subjects of 
Nepal. 


A candidate in whose ease a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he 
may also be provisionally admitted to the Academy sub- 
ject to the necessary certificate being given to him by 
the Government. 

Note. — A widower or a person who has divorced his 
wife cannot be treated as an unmarried male for the 
purpose of the above Rules. 

5. CANDIDATES MUST BE PHYSICALLY FIT 
ACCORDING TO THE PRESCRIBED PHYSICAL 
STANDARD. THE STANDARD OF MEDICAL FIT- 
NESS ARE SHOWN IN APPENDIX II TO THE NOTI- 
FICATION. 

A NUMBER OF QUALIFIED CANDIDATES ARE 
REJECTED SUBSEQUENTLY ON MEDICAL 
GROUNDS. CANDIDATES ARE, THEREFORE, AD- 
VISED IN THEIR OWN INTEREST TO GET 
THEMSELVES MEDICALLY EXAMINED BEFORE 
SUBMITTING THEIR APPLICATIONS, TO AVOID 
DISAPPOINTMENT AT THE FINAL STAGE. 

A sufficient number of suitable candidates recom- 
mended bv the Services Selection Board will be medically 
examined by a Board of Service Doctors, A candidate 
who is not declared fit by the Medical Board will not be 
admitted to the Indian Military Academy. The mere 
fact that medical examination has been carried out by a 
Board of Service Doctors will not mean or imply that 
the candidate has been finally selected. The proceedings 
of the Medical Board are confidential and cannot be 
divulged to anyone. The results of candidates declared 
unfit/ temporarily unfit are intimated to them along with 
the procedure for submission of fitness certificate and 
appeal. No request for the results of Medical Board will 
be entertained by the President of the Medical Board. 

Candidates are advised in their own interest that if 
their vision docs not come up to the standard, they must 
bring with them their correcting glasses, if and when 
called for Services Selection Board Interview/ Medical 
Examination. 

6. Candidates must undertake not to many until they 
complete their full training. A candidate who marries 
subsequent to the date of his application, though success- 
ful! at this or any subsequent examination, will not be 
selected for training, A candidate who marries durine 
training shall be discharged and will be liable to refund 
all expenditure incurred on him by the Government. 
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7. A candidate for admission to tho examination must 
have attained the age ol 18 years and must not have 
attained the age of 21 years on the first day of the month 
in which the Course at the Indian Military Academy is 
due to commence. 

THE PRESCRIBED AGE LIMITS CAN IN NO 
CASE BE RELAXED. 

8. A candidate must have passed one of tho following 
examinations or must possess one of tho following certi- 
ficates : 

(a) the Intermediate or an equivalent Examination 
of a University or Board approved by the Gov- 
ernment of India; of 

(b) the first year Examination under the three year 
Degree course of d University approved by the 
Government of Infiia; or 

(c) the pre-engineering Examination of the Delhi 
Polytechnic, Delhi, 'or of a University approved 
by the Government of Imjia; or 

(d) the pre-professional/ pre-technologieal Examina- 
tion of an Indian ‘University or a recognised 
Board conducted one year _ after the Higher 
Secondary or the pre-university stage; or 

( e ) the first year Examination under the five-year 
Engineering Degree course of a University; or 

(f) the Cambridge Higher School Certificate ex- 
amination; or 

( g) a diploma examination in engineering provided 
that the examination is taken after a course 
lasting not less than 2 years subsequent to 
Matriculation and provided also that the exami- 
nation is recognised by a State Government for 
employment under it; or 

(h) General Certificate of Education Examination 
of London University at ‘Advanced’ level pro- 
vided it is passed in at least three subjects; 
or 

(i) General Certificate of Education Examination 
of the Associated Examination Boards; Lon- 
don, at ‘Advanced’ level provided it is passed 
in at least three subjects; or 

(j) General Certificate of Education Examination 
of Ceylon at ‘Advanced’ level; or 

(k) the first year examination of the three years 
diploma course in Rural Services of the 
National Council for Rural Higher Education; 
or 


(1) Uttar Madhyama (with English) or Old Khand 
Madhyama (full four years course) or Sam- 
purna Madhyama Examination and special 
examination in additional subjects in each case 
with English as one of the subjects of Varana- 
seya Sanskrit Vishwa Vidyalaya, Varanasi. 

Note L— in exceptional cases the Commission may 
treat a candidate, who has not any of the qualifications 
prescribed in this rule, as educationally qualified pro- 
vided t bat be possesses qualifications, the standard of 
of which, in the opinion of the Commission justifies his 
admission to the examination. 


Nop; IT— A candidate who has appeared at an exa 
mmation the passing of which would render him eligibb 
to appear at this examination hut has not been informec 
ol the result may apply for admission to the examination 
A candidate who intends to appear at such a qualifyini 
examination may also apply, Such candidates will bt 
admitted fo this examination, if otherwise eligible bu 
the admission would be deemed to be provisional’ am 
subject to cancellation if they do not produce proof o 


having passed the examination as soon as possible and 
in any case not later than a date which may be fixed by 
the Union Public Service Commission in this regard. 

9. Candidates who were udmitted to an earlier course 
at the National Defence Academy (formerly Joint Ser- 
vices Wing) /Indian Military Academy (formerly Mili- 
tary College/ Military Wings), Air Force Flying College 
(formerly Air Force Academy) or Naval Academy, 
Cochin but were removed therefrom on disciplinary 
grounds will not be admitted to the Academy, 

Candidates- -who were previously withdrawn from the 
Indian Military Academy (formerly Military College/ 
Military Wing) for lack of officer-like qualities will not 
be admitted to the Academy. 

Candidates who were previously withdrawn from the 
N.C.C, and Graduates’ Courses for. lack of officer-like 
qualities will not be admitted to the Academy. 

10. The decision of the Union Public Service Com- 
mission as to the eligibility or otherwise of a candidate 
shall be final, 

11. A candidate who is or has been declared by the 
Commission guilty of impersonation or of submitting 
fabricated documents or documents .which have been 
tampered with or of making statements which are in- 
correct or false or of suppressing material information 
or otherwise resorting to any other irregular or improper 
means for obtaining admission to the examination or of 
using or attempting to use unfair means in the examina- 
tion hall or of misbehaviour in the examination hall, 
may, in addition to rendering himself liable to criminal 
prosecution, be debarred either permanently or for a 
specified period : — 

(a) by the Commission for admission to any exa- 
mination or appearance at any interview held 
by the Commission for selection of candidates, 
and 

(b) by the Central Government from employment 
under them. 

12. No candidate shall be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the 
Union Public Service Commission. 

13. Any attempt on tile part of a candidate to obtain 
support for his candidature by any means may disqualify 
him for admission. 

14. The examination will be conducted by tho Com- 
mission in the manner prescribed in Appendix I to the 
Notification. 

15. Candidates must pay the fee prescribed in An- 
nexure I to the Commission’s Notice. 

16. The Union Public Service Commission shall pre- 
pare a list of candidates who obtain the minimum quali- 
fying marks in the written examination as fixed by, the 
Commission in their discretion. Such candidates shall 
appear before a .Services Selection Board for Intelligence 
and Personality Tests. The maximum marks, obtainable 
at these Teits, are 900. 

To be acceptable, candidates should secure the mini- 
mum qualifying marks separately in (i) written exami- 
nation, and' (ii) Services Selection Board Tests as fixed 
by the Commission in their discretion. The candidates 
will then be placed in the order of merit on the basis 
of the total marks secured by them in the written exami- 
nation and in the Services Selection Board rests. The 
final selection for admission to the Indian Military Aca- 
demy will be made in order of merit subject to medical 
fitness and suitability in all other respects and number 
of vacancies available. 

Candidates will appear before the Services Selection 
Board and undergo the tests thereat at their own risk 
and will not be entitled to claim any compensation or 
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other relief, from Government in respect of any injury 
which they may sustain in the course of or as a result 
of qny of the tests given to them at the Services Selec- 
tion Board whether due to the negligence of nny person 
or otherwise. Candidates will be required to sign a 
certificate to this effect on the form appended to the 
application. In the case of candidates who are minors, 
the required .certificate must be signed by their parents 
or guardians in the form prescribed. 

17. The form and manner of communication of the 
result ol the examination to individual candidates shall 
be decided by the Commission in their discretion and 
the Commission will not enter into correspondence with 
them regarding the result. 

18. Candidates when called for interview by a Services 
Selection Board Medical Examination or for subsequent 
training will be eligible for travelling allowance in ac- 
cordance with the rules then in force. Candidates who 
have previously been before a Services Selection Board 
for the same type of Commission are not entitled to 
travelling allowance, when called up for Services Selec- 
tion Board interviews or Medical Examination on subse- 
quent occasions. 

19. Success at the examination confers no right of 
admission to the Academy. 

A candidate must satisfy the appointing authority 
that he is suitable in all respects for admission to the 
Indian Military Academy. 

20. Before the candidate joints the Indian Military 
Academy — 

(a) he will be required to sign a certificate to the 
effect that he fully understands that he or his 
legal heirs shall not be entitled to claim any 
compensation or other relief from the Gov- 
ernment in respect of any injury which he 
may sustain in the course of or as a icsul t 
of the training, or where bodily infirmity or 
death results in the course of or as a result of 
a surgical operation performed upon or anaes- 
thesia administered to him for the treatment 
of any injury received as aforesaid or other- 
wise. 

(b) his parent or guardian will be required to 
sign a bond to the effect that, if for any reason 
considered within his control, the candidate 
wishes to withdraw before the completion of 
the course or fails to accept a commission, if 
offered, he will be liable -to refund the whole 
or such portion of the cost of tuition, food, 
clothing and pay and allowances received, as 
may be decided upon by Government. 

21. Candidates finally selected will undergo a course 
of training for about two years. Candidates will be 
enrolled under the Army Act as ‘gentlemen cadets’. 
Gentlemen cadets will be dealt with for ordinary discip- 
linary purposes under the rules and regulalions of the 
Indian Military Academy. Brief particulars of the train- 
ing and 1 terms and conditions of Services are given in 
Appendix III to the Notification, 

22. While the cost of training including accommoda- 
tion, books uniforms, boai ding and medical treatment, 
will be borne by Government, candidates will be expected 
to meet their pocket expenses themselves. The mini- 
mum expenses at the Indian Military Academy are not 
likely to exceed Rs, 55.00 per mensem. If a cadet’s 
parent or guardian is unable to meet wholly or partly 
even this expenditure, financial assistance may be granted 
by the Government, No cadet whose parent or guar- 
dian has an income of Rs. 350.00 per mensem or above 
would be eligible for the grant of the financial assis- 


tance. The immovable property and other assets and 
income from all sources, are also taken into account for 
dctei mining the eligibility for financial assistance. 

The parent/ guardian of a candidate desirous of hav- 
ing any financial assistance, should immediately after

24. The following scholarships are tenable at the 
Indian Military Academy : — 

(1) PARSHURAM BHAU PATWARDHAN Scho- 
larship. — This scholarship is awarded to cadets from 
MAHARASHTRA and KARNATAK. The value of 
one scholarship is ut> to maximum of Rs. 500.00 per 
annum for the duration of a cadet’s stay at the Indian 
Military Academy subject to the cadet making satis- 
factory progress. The cadets who arc granted this 
scholarship will not be entitled to any othef financial 
assistance from the Government. 

(2) COTONEL KENDAL FRANK MEMORIAL 
Seholaixbip. — This scholarship is of the value of Rs. 
360 00 oer annum and is awarded to an eligible 
MARATHA cadet who should be a son of ex-service - 
man. Ihe scholarship is in addition, to any financial 
assistance from the Government. 

25. An outfit allowance at ihe rates and under the 
general conditions applicable fit the time for each cadet 
belonging to the Indian Military Academy will be plac- 
ed it f he disposal of the Commandant of the Academy. 
The unexpended portion of this allowance will be — 

(a) handed over to the cadet on his being granted 
a commission; or 

(b) if he is not granted a commission, refunded to 
the State. 

On being granted a commission, articles of clothing 
and necessaries purchased from this allowance shall be- 
come the personal property of the cadet. Such articles 
will, however, be withdrawn from a cadet who resigns 
whilst under training or who is removed or withdrawn 
prior to commissioning.

APPENDIX II 

Physical Standards for Admission to the Indian 
Military Academy 

To be passed fit for admission to the Indian Military 
Academy a candidate must be in good physical and mental 
health and free from any disability likely to interfere with 
the efficient performance of duty. 

2. It will, however, be ensured that — 

(a) there is no evidence of weak constitution, im- 
perfect developments, serious malformation or 
obesity; 

(b) their is no maldevelopment or impairment of 
function of the bones or joints; 

(i) A candidate with a rudimentary cervical rib 
detectable On physical examination is to bg 
ponsidcred unfit. 
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(ii) A candidate with a rudimentary cervical 
rib detected incidentally only on skiagram 
of the chest, when this is done, and in 
whom there are no signs or symptoms 
referable to the cervical rib, may be con- 
sidered fit. However, the defect is minor 
disability and is to be noted as such in the 
medical board proceedings, 

(c) there is no impediment of speech. 

(d) there is no malformation of the head deformity 
from fracture of depression of the bones of the 
skull; 

(e) there is no impaired hearing, discharge from or 
disease of either ear, unhealed perforation of 
the tympanic membranes of signs of acute or 
chronic suppurative otitis media or evidence of 
radical or modified radical mastoid operation. 

Note : A soundly healed perforation without any 
impairment of the mobility of the drum and 
without impairment of hearing should not be 
a baf to acceptance of a candidate for the 
Army. 

(f) there is no disease of bones or cartilages of the 
nose or nasal polypus or disease of the naso- 
pharynx; 

Note : A small asymptomatic traumatic perforation of 
the nusal septum would not be a cause for 
outright rejection. But such cases will be 
referred to the Adviser in Otology fof exami- 
nation and opinion. 

(g) there are no enlarged glands in the neck and 
other parts of the body and that the thyroid 
gland is normal; 

N.B, — Scars of operations for the removal of tuber- 
culosis glands are not a cause for rejection 
provided that there has been no active disease 
within the preceding 5 years and the chest is 
clinically and r.idiologically clear. 

(h) there is no disease of the throat, palate, tonsils 
or gums or disease or any injury affecting the 
normal function of either mandibular joint; 

N.B. — Simple hypertrophy of the tonsils, if there is 
no history of attacks of tonsilitis is not a 
cause for rejection. 

(i) there is no sign of functional or otganic disease 
of the heart and blood vessels; 

(j) there is no evidence of pulmonary tuberculosis 
or previous history of this disease or any other 
chronic disease of the lungs; 

(k) there is no evidence of any disease of the diges- 
tive system including any abnormality of the 
liver and spleen; 

(l) there is no hernia or tendency thereto; 

Note (1).- — Inguinal hernia (unoperated) will be a 
cause for rejection. 

(2), — Those who have been operated for hernia 
may be declared medically fit provided : 

(i) One ycat has elapsed since operation. 
Documentary proof to this effect to be 
produced by the candidates. 

(ii) General tone of the abdominal mus- 
culature is good. 

(iii) There has been no recurrence of the 
hernia or complication thereto con- 
cerned with the operation, 

(m) there is no hydrocele, or definite varicocele or 

other disease pr defect of the genital organs. 


N,B.~(i) A candidate who has been operated for 
hydioeele will be accepted if there are no ab- 
normalities of the cord and testicle and there 
is no evidence of filariasis, 

(ii) Undesccndcd intra abdominal testicle, on one 
side should be no bar to acceptance provided 
the other testicle is normal and there is no un- 
toward physical or psychological effect due to 
the uudcscended testicle. Undescended testis 
retained in the inguinal canal or the external 
abdominal ring is, however, a bar to acceptance 
unless corrected by operation. 

(n) there is no fistula and/or fissure of the annus or 
evidence of haemorrhoids; 

(0) there is no disease of the kidneys. All cases 
of Glycosuria or Albuminuria will be rejected, 

(p) there is no disease of the skin unless temporary 
or trivial Scars, which by their extent or posi- 
tion cause or are likely to cause disability o" 
marked disfigurement are a cause for rejec- 
tion; 

(q) there is no active, latent or congenital venereal 
disease; 

( r) there is no history or evidence of mental 
disease. Candidates suffering from epilepsy, in- 
continuance of urine or enuresis will not be 
accepted; 

(s) there is no squint or morbid condition of the 
eye or of the lids which is liable to a risk of 
aggravation or recurrence; 

(t) there is no active trachoma or its complica- 
tions. 

N.B. — Remedial operations are to be performed prior 
to entry. No guarantee is given of ultimate 
acceptance and it should be clearly understood 
by the candidates that the decision whether an 
operation is desirable or necessary is one to be 
made by tbeir private medical adviser. The 
Government will accept no liability regarding 
tbc result of operation or any expense In- 
curred, 

3. Standards for Height, Weight and Chest Measure- 
ments — - 

( a ) Height 

(1) The height of a candidate will be measured 
bv making him stand against the standard with 
his feet together. The weight should be thrown 
on the heels and not on the toes or outer side 
of the feet. He will stand erect without rigidity 
and with the heels, calves, buttocks and 
shoulders touching the standard; the chin will 
he depressed to bring the vertex of the head 
level under the horizontal bar and the height 
will he recorded in centimetres; decimal frac- 
tion lower than 0.5 centimetre will be ignored; 
0.5 centimetre will be recorded as sucb, and 
0.6 cm. and above will be recorded as one. 

(ii) The minimum acceptable height for a candi- 
date is 157.5 cm. except in the case of Gorkha, 
Nepalese, Assamese and Garhwali candidates 
in whose case the height in correlation table af 
(b)(i) below may be reduced by 5.0 cm. 

(b) Weight 

(i) Weight will be taken with the candidate fully 
striDoed or with under-pants only. In recording 
weight, fraction of 1/2 kg- will not be noted, 
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A correlation table between age, height and 
average weight is given below for guidance.

(ii) It is not possible to lay down precise standards 
for weight in relation to height and age. The 
correlation table is, therefore, only a guide and 
cannot be applied universally. A 10 per cent 
departure from the average weight given in the 
table is to be considered as within normal 
limits. There may nevertheless be some indi- 
viduals who according to the above standaid 
may be overweight but from the general build 
of the body are fit in every respect. The ovci- 
woight in such cases may be due to heavy bones 
and muscular development and not to obesity 
Similarly for those who are under-weight, the 
criteria should be the general build of the body 
and proportionate development rather than 
rigid adherence to the standards in the above 
table. 

(c) Chest . — The chest should be well-developed with 
a minimum range of expansion of 5.0 cm. The candi- 
date’s died will be measured by making him stand erect 
with his feet together, and his arms raised over his heud 
The tape will be so adjusted round the chest that its 
upper edge touches the interior angles of the shoulder 
blades behind and its lower edge the upper part of th - 
nipples in front. The arms will then be lowered to 
hang looselv by tbo side. Care will be taken that the 
shoulders are not thrown upwards or backwards so as to 
displace the tape. The candidate will then be directed 
to take a deep inspiration several times and the maxi- 
mum and minimum expansion of the chest will be care- 
fully noted. The minimum and maximum will then be 
recorded in cm. thus 84/89, 86/91 etc. 

In recording the measurements, decimal fraction lower 
than 0.5 centimetre will be ignored; 0.5 centimetre will 
be recorded as such and 0.6 cm. and above will be re- 
corded as one. 

4. Dental Condition— 


(ii) 1st and 2nd molar and fully developed 3rd 
molar — 2 points each. 

When all 32 teeth are present, there will be a 
total count of 22 points.

Note. — C andidates for direct commission and techni- 
cal graduates, with well-fitting dentures will, however, 
be accepted for commission. 

(c) Candidates suffering from severe pyorrhoea v.i)l 
be rejected. Where the state of pyorrhoea is 
such that in the opinion of the dental officer n 
can be cured without extraction of teeth, the 
candidates may be accepted.

6. Hearing Standard — 

Hearing will be tested by speech test. Where required 
audiometric records will also be taken. 

(a) Speech test.— The candidate should be able to 
hear a forced whisper with each ear separately 
standing with his back to examiner at a dis- 
tance of 609.5 cm. in a reasonably quiet room. 
The examiner should whisper with the residual 
air; that is to say at the end of an ordinary ex- 
piration. 

(b) Audiometric record. — The candidate will hate 
no loss of hearing in either ear at frequencies 
128 to 4096 cycles per second. (Audiometrv 
reading between plus 10 and minus 10).
